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Response to Remarks After Final Rejection 



Applicant's remarks have been considered in view of the remarks submitted in the history of 
the present case as well as the most recent remarks received Aug. 1, 2003. However, the 
examiner cannot conclude that the feature described as: 

a power input means for supplying power to the scanner and printer, though narrowing, is 
not a "material" aspect directed to the patentability. The examiner has made this conclusion 
based upon the guidelines provided in MPEP Sect. 1412.02. The examiner has concluded that 
the aforementioned limitation found specifically in claim 30 and more broadly in claim 12, is 
inherent. It is well known to power a printer and a scanner by the same power source. As proof 
of inherency, the examiner refers to Watanabe (USPN 483 1457). This reference shows that it is 
inherent to have a power input means (418 or the power unit module 414) which provides power 
both to the scanner module 204 and the printer module 206. A connection means 238 is 
connected to the output means (battery source 418) of the power supply 414. Thus, the limitation 
of providing power sources to the scanner and printer modules is contemplated by the fact that it 
is inherent that both systems must be powered by a power source whether the power source is in 
the scanner or in the printer.
